Our Adverſaries in their Preachings do indeed ſometime 
tell of a Chriſt, That he came (a Light) into the World, in 
the Appearance of Fleſh : But will not own his Eternal U. 
nion thereto. They ſay he took Fleſh, which they call 3 
Veil (as a Man may be ſaid to take a Garment) and t 
will not better explain themſelves, nor will they deny that 
Chriſt is otherwiſe (in Quality) within their Bodies, than 
he was in that Body that was nailed to the Crofs ; but ac- 
cording to Meaſure, for that's a Phraſe they will not part 


with; having found their Account therein, as a fort of 


Salvo for every Subtlety, according to Meaſure and accor- 
ding to Scripture, being two beloved Sanctuaries, for all 
their Subterfuges and Equivocations z whilſt they really and 
truly mean — better than their own Fantaſtical, and 
(too often) deceitful Imaginations and twiſted Interpreta - 
tions of God's Revealed Will therein. They will not own 
the Humanity of Chriſt in the true Scriptural Senſe, as he 
conſiſted of the Human Nature taken into the Divine Na- 
ture, and is now in Heaven at the Right Hand of Glory;

I. It imports greatly that every Witneſs be a Perſon of 
od Reputation in the light of God and Man; that he have 
bbe right uſe of his Senſes, and that the thing he teſtifies be 

2 proper Object thereof. 

Of this ſort of Evidence both Divine and Human Laws 
require to every Qvert Act, that there be two or three at 
the leaſt. 

There are many other contingent Matters and Qualifica- 
tions that greatly advance the Credit of all Witneſſes, but. 
they not being ſo appoſite to my preſent purpoſe, I ſhall not 
dilate upon them, tho* the Witneſſes I ſhall mention did ſu- 
perabound in all the moſt advantageous Circumſtances ne- 
ceſſary, not only to obtain but to command our Aſſent. 

That the Apoſtles were ſuch Witneſſes as | have above 
deſcribed, even the Wit and Malice of the cunning Fews

On the contrary, I have laid before you a plain Account of the true 
and entire Chriſt of God, according to Scripture and the Teſtimony of 
the Holy Apoſtles, and Martyrs, whereby it appears who, when, how; | 
and by whom the Son of Man was made both Lord and Chrift, ſo as tis 
needleſs to repeat it.
